DULUTH, Minn.. March 20.—The mys- 


•tory surrounding the six grewsomc mur- 
ders which horrified- the citizens of Min- 


%/'-'" rieapolis yesterday, was only deepened 


'this morning by the iirriwt here of eleven 


•Bulgarians, who were residents of the 


. house at 243 Tenth Avenue South, where 
the crime was committed. 


Cross (|uesUoncd individually five ot 


the clever, prisoners tell the same story, 
and in.iiniiiiii their innocence of any com- 
plicity in the crime, and even their ig- 
norance of it until they were enlightened 
1>y the police. Tf their story is true, the 


tragedy had not then been discovered 
nnd ns they had fluids they could not be 
held a* vagrants, so they were released. 


When the men wore examined one wns 


found to have, blood on bin wrist. 
He in-: 


dicuted that his nose had been .bleeding. 


The Prior avenue police have good des- 


criptions of the men aud renewed efforts 
are being made to round them up. 


The nationality of the men was deter- 


mined by tho Rev. Mr. Boskowicz. pnstor 
of the Greek church here, who was about 
the only person who could be found to 
read tlie letters. He found among the 
papers n discharge from the Turkish nr- 
mv belonging to Ague Karofil.

CRIME DUE TO ROBBERY. 


The men in the basement had been kill-

Their faces were slushed almost, beyond 
recognition and there were wounds, nil 
over the bodies, nil, however, having 
deep shushon in the throat.

neapolis with their winter's wages in 
their pocketa. 


T.KFT SIX VICTIMS BEHIND. 


Saturday the party of immigrants nr- 


rived from Bulgaria and the sixteen peo- 
ple occupied the house Saturday nnd Snn- 
dnv. Monday afternoon SieknlofT start- 
ed for .Duluth with the newcomers, leav- 
ing the six members of his old band be- 
hind him in Minneapolis. 


They were planning to go out on sec- 


lion-work. Some of those men. according 
to Siekuloff's story, wont down to the 
train with tho party nnd saw them safe- 
ly off. That was1 tho last seen of the six 
alive, nnd Siekuloff nnd the members of 
his party are at a loss to know tho cause 
of the riinrders ns all were friendly. 


TITIRTY LIVED IN FOUR ROOMS. 
Siekuloff nnd party were located in a 


lodging house with more thnn 
thirty 


people packed into four rooms. The ma- 
jority of them Austrian? nnd Bulgarians, 
and among them were somo of the other 
members of SiokulofT's band, who hnd not 
been to Minneapolis nt all. Siekuloff 
savs he knows of no criminal organiza- 
tion or fend tlmt could _hnve prompted 
the murders. 


FOUR OF VICTIMS BROTHERS. 


Of tiro six men left at 
Minneapolis, 


four wore brothers nnmed Jaless aud ac- 
cording to Sickulofl', the story that there 
wns n father and son is incorrect. Asked 
if they hnd trouble with any persons in 
Minneapolis he said they hnd not. As to 
the articles of a religious 
significance 


found in tho house he snid his people all 
belonged to the Bulgarian church 
and 


carried these things with them always 
nnd held services among themselves. 


MURDER GAINFULLY PLANNED. 
MINNEAPOLIS. Minn,, Mnreh 20.—It 


is now well established thnt the killing 
•of the six Macedonian* wns carefully 
planned. The killing wns done with long 
knives of the Bowie pattern, four of the 
weapons being found about the premises. 
All wore of the same make and all wore 
brand new, indicating tlmt they hnd 
been probably purchased 
at the same 


place and time. The police arc 
now 


making a careful canvass of all the shops 
whore such knives are sold with a view- 
to getting a lino on the purchasers. With 
the assistance of the Macedonians to be 
brought from Duluth, it is believed thnt 
the identity of the murderts will be soon 
fully established. It transpire* that two 
men who arc now thought to have boon 
the murderers wore arrester nt St. Paul 
about 2 n. m. on Tuesday. They lionrd- 
cd an interuvbaii car not far from the

TN DULLTII OR SUPERIOR. 


SUPERIOR. Wis., March 2!).—While, 


the Duluth police seem firm in the belief 
that the murderers of six Bulgarians, 
Greeks or Italians in Minneapolis, yes- 
terday, who lust night were reported to 
have purchased tickets for Duluth are 
ict in that city. Chief of Police JIcKen- 
jion of the Superior force is not of that 
belief. 


"From what l-he Associated Press had 


to say Inst night, nnd which gave the 
only obtainable clue* ar. to the- move- 
ments of the men, we. feel reasonably cer- 
tain that the fugitive" are either in Pu- 
luth or Superior," said Chief McKennon 
this morning. "The ice across the bay 
would fiuikc easy passage for the gang 
either way, while the interstate bridge or 
-arline would not, and it is as possible 
that t-ho men anticipated trouble in en- 
tering Duluth and got off in Superior. In 
that case, if they have not crossed into 
Tluluth bv way of the bay ice. the- are 
rloubtle^s somewhere in Superior.

The 
entire force is on the lookout. Nothing 
to my knowledge hns transpired during 
the night to give a direct clew as to 
the whereabouts of the murderers. 


PACKERS'TRIAL IN'SEPTEMBER 


Judeo Humphrey Sols Date—Government

CHICAGO, March 2f).—Judge Humph- 


rey today set the trial of the packing 
corporations which were denied immun- 
ity nt the hearing ended Inst week, for 
the second Monday in September. 


Early in the day, a conference was held 


between Judge Humphreys, District At- 
torney Morrison, nnd Attorney Miller, 
representing the packers, regarding the 
dntc of the trial of the corporations. The 
district attorney asked that the trial be 
immediate and the judge and Mr. Miller 
favored a dntc in September. The con- 
ference was adjourned without action to 
permit the district attorney to consult 
the authorities in Washington. Later 
when the conference wns resumed, Dis- 
trict Attorney Morrison entered 11 formal 
motion asking for a new trial of the im- 
munity picas. H was denied, as was sim- 
ilar motion made by Mr. Miller relative 
to the corporations. The court then set 
the date for the trial.

$10,000 FOR HEART BALM 


Mary Howarth Brings Breach 


of Promise Suit Against 


James Birchell. 


Joseph Fuhrman, one of the pioneers 


of Caledonia township, identified 
with 


the farming and business interests of the 
county for over sixty years, died about 
midnight at the county asylum, where he 
wag taken less than two weeks ago, hav- 
ing lost his reasoning faculties on ac- 
count of ill-health. 
[ 


Deceased was born in Germany on July 


24, 1834. It was in the year-1842, when 
a mere boy, that he emigrated from the 
Fatherland and'sailed for free America, 
landing in the town of Caledonia, then a 
wilderness. 
He became a farmer and 


one of the best in the town and culti- 
vated a farm and accumulated considera- 
ble money. 


Early in life his neighbors recognized 


his shrewd business ability and he was 
elected a member of the town board. For 
fifteen years he was cither a member or 
chairman of the board ond by his hard 
and careful work in looking after the in- 
terests of his constituents, he aided ma- 
terially in building up the community. 


When the gold fever broke out in Cal- 


ifornia Mr. Fuhrman traveled 
to 
the 


Golden state and remained in the mines 
four years, then returning to Caledonia. 
Twenty years ago he retired and came 
to this city to reside. 


HELD OFFICE MANY YEARS. 


Not long after Jie ivus elected purch'as- 


11* ngcut of the county and held that 
position sixteen years, only retiring on 
account of his impaired health. He made 
a good, honest and capable agent nnd was 
ever on the. alert for the financial inter- 
ests of the county, in fact his word in 
any capacity wns good ns his bond. 


Two years ago he commenced to fail 


rapidlv and for nearly a year it wns no- 
ticed 'that his mind wns failing. 
His 


wife and relatives fearing that he might 
do himself some harm, applied for the 
naining of physicians l.o examine into 
his mental condition; he wns reported 
insane and Judge Heck committed him 
to the asylum where every attention and 
care was extended. Ho died peacefully 
and without a struggle. 


LABORED FOR BEST INTERESTS. 
In the death of Joseph Fuhrman there 


passes away ono of the. early pioneers, 
a man who labored hard and faithfully 
as a tiller of the soil and took great in- 
te.rest in thc'devolopment of the county. 
He was honest, upright and ever ready 
to assist a fello'.vman in distress, 


There survives a wife, one _sister and 


several nieces and nephews. The funeral 
will take place next Monday morning at 
10 o'clock from yie St. Louis church in 
the town of Caledonia, the interment to 
be in the Caledonia cemetery.

It was a 
great surprise and a great shook to moat 
of the Racine people who had had the 
privilege of coming into contact with the 
deceased.

sands of people while she was here, peo- 
ple who will remember her. 


Mrs. Tennyson Smith died last Tues- 


day evening in Staunton, Va., according 
to the AsBooiated Press telegram which 
;he Journal received yesterday 
after- 


noon. 


OF WELSH DESCENT. 


She was born in England, but of Welsh 


descent, and many will still recall how 
Mr. Smith proudly called attention to 
the-fact that his wife had Welsh blood 
in her veins, and also how enthusiastical- 
ly both took part in the Welsh hymn 
singing at the Welsh church one of the 
evenings during the revival week. 


The dispatch stated nothing regarding 


the age of the deceased, but judging.from 
appearances, Mr^ Smith was about forty 
years old. She was known as a good, 
noble, Christian woman, with high 'and 
lofty ideals, a great aid to her husband, 
inspiring him to continue his work; ac- 
cording to statements made by Mr. 
mith while here. 


MAY CANCEL ENGAGEMENTS.

observe how much of a helpmate Mrs. 
Smith, was -to her husband, will under- 
stand that the loss, is heavy for ,the 
evangelist. It is not 
improbable that

The usual protestations are coming 


in declaiming against the slaughter com- 
mitted by the.American troops in sub- 
duing the savagery of. the Moro tribe. 
It does not appear that ouv troops under 
General VeooA did any more than has 
been done in all the previous work of 
subduing the Filipino*, and if the list of 
killed mounts so high, it is only because 
of the great superiority of our guns and 
of our marksmanship.

Many run their cars at 
reasonable speed, others do nothing of 
the sort, but run cars at great speed 
through the country and passengers see 
the landscape aa through a fast dissolv- 
ing mist. Traction lines must depend for 
custom upon a considerable portion of 
the public riding for pleasure and recre- 
iition, but if cars arc to be. rushed, there 
is no inducements to such 
intending 


travel. 


It is 'easy to regulate all these mat- 


ters at tl'.c beginning if supervisors and 
aldermen do their duty. It is easy to 
provide for the payment of all damages 
resulting, and especially where the right 
of way- is given or taken which deprive 
residents of rights inherent under the 
law of proper access to their property 
and reasonable sidewalk space in front, 
the some precisely as in a city street.

MURDER CA'UEFUUvY PLANNED.

Tho killing was done with long 
knives of the Howie pattern, four of the 
weapons bcinp found about the premises. 
All wore of tho same inako and all were 
brand new. 
indicating that they had 


boon probably purchased at tho same 
place 
nnd time. Tho police arc 
now 


making a careful canvass of all the shops 
where such knives are sold with a view 
to getting a lino on the pnrehiisors. With 
the assistance of the Macedonians to be 
brought from Dnluth, it is believed that 
the identity of the nuirderes will be soon 
fully established. It transpires, that two 
men who are now thought to have been 
the murderers were arrester nt St. Paul 
about 2 a. m. on Tuesday. They nonrd- 
cd an intenirbau oar not far from the 
ueene.of the tragedy. 
Birth were well 


supplied with money, but one had no hat 
and both seemed 
greatly exdlod. So 


suspicion* were their movements that ti 
Minneapolis patrolman who had obst-rv- 
ed them, telephoned to" the St. Paul po- 
lice and the two men were arrester! as 
they alif-htod from tho oar iicnf Konrln 
street. Hlntion. Thoy were hold till late 
Tuesday morning, but this Minneapolis 


tragedy had not then been discovered 
•mil as they had fluids they could not be 
lield as vagrants, so they were released. 


When the men wore examined one was 


found to have blood on his> wrist. 
He in-1 


dicatcd that his nose had been .bleeding. 


Tho Prior avenue police have good des- 


criptions of the men aud renewed efforts 
arc being made to round them up. 


The nationality of the men was deter- 


mined by the Rev. Mr. Boskowicz, pastor 
of the Greek church here, who wns about 
the only person who conld be found to 
read the letters. 
Ho found among the 


papers a discharge from the Turkish ar- 
my belonging to Agne Karofil. 
_Wlicii the house of slaughter was. 
searohed a lamp was found burning in a 
rear room upstairs. 
A light was seen 


burning there last night. This at first 
led tho police to believe the murders were 
clone in two nights. The two bodies in 
the basement, according to Coroner Kist- 
Icr, had been dead nearly two days. . The 
blood surrounding the bodies in the up- 
per roomn was more fresh than that 
around "the cellar. Also, the wounds on 
the four appeared to have been made 
later. 


CRIME DUE TO ROBBERY. 


The men in the basement had been kill- 


ed by having their throats cut and the 
police are inclined to believe that they 
were murdered for their money and that 
a fighfc over the division of spoils took 
place. This is indicated by the wounds 
on tho lioclios found in the upper room. 
Their faces were slashed almost beyond 
recognition and there were wounds all 
over the bodies, all, however, 
having 


deep slashes in the throat. One man had 
fallen against a hot stove and the right 
side of his face was burned past all iden- 
tification. Beside this man lay the bloody 
hatchet. 


The fight for money theory is borne 


out by the finding near the bodies of one 
or more money belts in which was $506 
in United States currency and gold. On 
one of the bodies was 
found a watch 


which was still goinjf. Some of the bod- 
ies had been stripped, evidently for rob- 
bery. 


IN DULUTH OR SUPERIOR. 


SUPERIOR, Wis., March 20.—While 


the Dnluth police seem firm in the belief 
that the murderers of six 
Bulgarians, 


Greeks or Italians in Minneapolis, yes- 
terday, who last night were reported to 
have purchased tickets for Duluth are 
not in that city, Chief of Police McKe'n- 
non of the Superior force is not of that 
belief. 


"From what the Associated Press had 


to say last night, and which gave the 
only obtainable clues a?, to tho, move- 
ments of tho men, we feel reasonably cer- 
tain that the fugitives arc either in Du- 
luth or Superior." said Chief McKennon 
this morning. "The ice across the bay 
would n\akc easy passage for the gang 
either way, while the interstate bridge or 
carline would not, and it is as possible 
that the men anticipated trouble in en- 
tering Duluth and pot off iu Superior. In 
that case, if they have not crossed into 
Duluth by way of the bay ice, tlK- are 
doubtless somewhere in Superior.

The 
entire force is on the lookout. Nothing 
to my knowledge has transpired during 
the night to give a direct clew as to 
the whereabouts of the murderers.

rey today set the trial of the packing 
corporations which were denied immun- 
ity at the hearing ended last week, for 
tho second Monday in September.

Joseph Fuhrman, one of the pioneers 


of Caledonia township, identified with 
the farming and business interests of the 
county for over sixty years, died .about 
midnight at the county asylum, where he 
was taken less than two weeks ago, hav- 
ing lost his reasoning faculties on ac- 
count of ill-health. 


Deceased was born in Germany on July 


24, 1834. It was in the year 1842, when 
a mere boy, that he emigrated from the 
Fatherland and sailed for free America, 
landing in the town of Caledonia, then a 
wilderness. 
He became a farmer' and 


one of the best in the town and'culti- 
vated a farm and accumulated considera- 
ble money. 


Early in life his neighbors recognized 


his shrewd business ability and he was 
elected a member of the town board. For 
fifteen years he was either a member or 
chairman of the board and by his hard 
and ca-reinl work in looking after the in- 
terests of his constituents, he aided ma- 
terially in building up the community. 


When the gold fever broke out in Cal- 


ifornia Mr. Fuhrman traveled to 
the 


Golden state and remained in the mines 
four years, then returning to Caledonia. 
Twenty years ago he retired and came 
to this city to reside. 


HELD OFFICE MANY YEARS. 


Not long after he was elected purchas- 


ing agent of the county rind held that 
position sixteen years, only retiring on 
account of his impaired health. Ho made 
a good, honest and capable agent and was 
ever on the alert for the financial inter- 
ests of the county, in fact liis word in 
any capacity WHS good as his bond. 


Two years ago he commenced to fail 


rapidly and for nearly a year it was no- 
ticed that his mind was failing. 
His 


wife and relatives fearing that he might 
do himself some harm, applied for the 
naming of physicians to examine into 
his mental condition; he was reported 
insane and Judge Hock committed him 
to the asylum where every attention and 
care was extended. He died peacefully 
and without a struggle. 


LABORED FOR BEST INTERESTS. 
In the death of Joseph Fulirnmn there 


passes away one ot the early pioneers, 
a man who labored hard and faithfully 
as a tiller of the soil and took great/ in- 
terest in the development of the county. 
He was honest, upright and ever rea'dy 
to assist a fellowman in distress, 


There survives a wife, one _sister and 


several nieces and nephews. The funeral 
will take place next Monday morning at 
10 o'clock from t;he St. Louis church in 
the town of Caledonia, the interment to 
be in the Caledonia cemetery.

She was born in England, but of Welsh 


descent, and many will still recall how 
Mr. Smith proudly called attention to 
the fact that his wife had Welsii blood 
in her veius, and also how enthusiastical- 
ly both took part in the Welsh hymn 
singing at the Welsh church one of the 
evenings during the revival week. 


The dispatch stated nothing regarding 


the age of the deceased, but judging from 
appearances, Mrs. Smith was about forty 
years old. She was known as a good, 
noble, Christian woman, with high 'and 
lofty ideals, a great aid to her husband, 
inspiring him to continue his work, ac- 
cording to statements made by Mr.

OUR CONSULS MISBEHAVING 


Secretary Root Criticises Gooclnow, Wade 


UTid WllliamA. 


WASHINGTON, March 28.—The pres- 


ident today transmitted to the house of 
representatives, in response to a resolu- 
tion introduced by Representative. Wil- 
liams of Mississippi, the report of Assist- 
ant Secretary of State Herbert D. Perec, 
regarding the consular service in 
the 


Orient, The message is accompanied "by 
a letter from Secretary Root in which 
he says: "I wish to call the presiden- 
tial attention to one feature 'of these re- 
ports. They disclose grave misconduct 
on the part of two consuls formerly oc- 
cupying important posts in the cast. 
These consuls are no longer in the ser- 
vice. I regret to say, however, that 
there are indications of other cases of 
misconduct or inefficiency among consuls 
in various parts of the world." 


The cases the secretary says, show the 


neeesjit}' of ft regular inspection serrfce, 
Whilti Mr. Perce criticises the employ- 
ment of English consuls at some places 
and the age of some American consuls, 
his severe criticism is reserved for ex- 
Consul General Goodnow at Shanghai, 
ex-Consul McWade at Canton and Con- 
sul Williams at Singapore.

consul at Canton are drunkenness, em- 
ployment of a felon, issuance of fraudu- 
lent Chinese certificates, extending pro- 
tection to Chinamen who claim to be Am- 
erican citizens, persecution of American 
citizens for purposes of revenge and cor- 
ruption in office.

senate unanimously today.

tees of the Mutual companies, and nul 
lify all proxies executed prior to Sept 
35 next. The measure goes now to .thi 
assembly. 


" NEW YORK .March 28.—George W 
Perkins, member of the firm of J. P. Mor- 
gan & Co., aiid formerly vice president o:l 
othe "New York Life Insurance company 
r>was technically placed under arrest today 
in the proceedings -which District Attor- 
ney Jerome has begun to test the legal- 
ity of political contributions by insurance 
companies. The warrant was issued upon 
•information presented to Police1 Magisi- 
-trate Moss and the allegation upon' whic'li 
it was based on the transfer of $48,702 
of the funds of the New York Life In- 
prance company to Cornelius N, < Bliss 
treasurer of the republican national com- 
mittee in 1904, in which it is charged 
^that Mr. Perkins received 
the, , money 


from the insurance company and paid 5t 
over to Mr. Bliss. Immediatelyiafter his 
arrest, Mr. Perkins through his counsel, 
Lewis A. Delafield, secured a writ of hn- 
beas corpus from Justice Greenbaum of 
the supreme court by which Mr. Perkins 
was released from custody and the c&tie 
was taken direct to the supreme court. 
Argument on this writ was adjourned 
until Friday next. 


ALLEGED PURELY TECHNICAL. 
Mr. Perkins was taken into custody 


while in the office of his attorney by a 
detective from the office of District At- 
torney Jerome. "• He did not appear be 
fore Police Magistrate Moss, who had is- 
sued the warrant, but went directly be- 
fore Justice Greenbaum. 


There the district attorney recited tide 


legal steps that had been ta'kcn. but did 
not go into the charges against Mr. Per- 
kins. Mr. DelaHeld, however, declared 
that the offense charged against Mr. Per- 
kins was purely ^ technical and asked for 
a postponement of the case. 


AUTHORIZED BY M'CALL. 


He described the payment of the $48,- 


702 by Mr. Perkins to Mr. Bliss in 1904 
nnd said that the payment had been au- 
thorized by John A. McCall, the former 
president of the New York Life Insur- 
ance company. 
.. The arrest of Mr. Perkins and the sub 
sequent issuance of the writ of habeas 
corpus will have the effect of having the. 
highest courts of the state pass upon the 
legality of campnign contributions by in- 
surance companies. Much attention was 
directed to this matter at the recent leg- 
islative insurance investigation and it 
was shown that, several of the 
larger 


companies on more than one occasion had 
contributed to such funds. 


MONEY PAID OVER TO BLISS. 


j\fr. Perkins in his own testimony be- 


fore the legislative investigation commit- 
tee testified as follows concerning a check 
signed by Treasurer Randolph, of • the 
New York Life Insurance company, call- 
ing for the payment of $48,702 to J. P. 
Morgan & Co. 


'That was money," said Mr. Perkins, 


"pnid to Cornelius N. Bliss on account of 
the republican national committee cam- 
paign fund of last year. We hnd agreed 
to pay him $50,000—ns much ns that— 
Mr. McCnll had—if he wished it. 
That 


was nil he finally called for and it ires 
paid in that way as cash to him. 


"Mr. Bliss made various calls 
from 


time to time for amounts which I paid 
myself, iincf when the accounts were made 
up toward the end of the year, this 
amount was thp amount found to be due 
and that amount was paid back to me. 
It was not paid to J. P. Morgan ft Co., 
but to me. • I had personally advanced 
the money, 


"This check for the campaign drawn to 


the order of J. P, Morgan & Co., has no 
significance whatever. The money waj 
ordered paid by the president." 


ALLOWED BY BY-LAWS. 


In his argument before Justice Grccn- 


baum on the writ of habeas corpus, Mr. 
Delafield, declared that the by-laws of 
the New York Life Insurance company 
permitted President McCall to make tho 
political contribution alleged and that 
lie-submitted it to the finance committee 
of the company which approved of it. 


"If any offense had been committed by 


Mr. Perkins," said Mr. Delafield, "then 
the honored names of the men who com- 
posed that committee arc equally involv- 
ed \ritli that of my client." The attor- 
ney also stated that Jli:. Perkins had 
imde a fulae statement of the entire mat- 
ter to District Attorney 
Jerome and 


'supplied him .with the testimony need- 
ed." Mr. Perkins wns paroled in cus- 
tody of his counsel.

HALF MILLION THE LOSS 


Fire Devastates Business Block 


in Johnston, Pa.—Newspa- 


per Burned Out. 


JOHNSTOWN, Pa., March 28—Th« fire 


which broke out in the business section 
of this city shortly after last midnight 
was not fully under control until after 
daylight, when it had burned itself out, 
after destroying 
,four 
large business 


structures and causing a loss of over a 
half million dollars. During the progress 
of the fire William Campbell, a fireman, 
was caught under a falling wall and 
probably fatally injured. 


It was a few minutes after 12 o'clock 


when flames were seen issuing from the 
Swank Hardware 
company's five story 


brick office building at Main and Bed- 
ford street. Just how the fire originat- 
ed'is not known, but when it was dis- 
covered, it had gained such headway as 
to Tender futile for five hours the work 
of the firemen in combatting it. 
' The following buildings were com- 
pletely destroyed: 


Swank building, loss $200,000; Hender- 


son Furniture company's store, loss $75,- 
000; Fisher's wholesale liquor house, loss 
$50,000; the Journal Publishing company, 
loss $100,000, and the Louis Geis resi- 
dence, loss $25,000. 


A score of tenants in the

buildings sustained 
losses aggregating 


*100,000. 


The Journal was unable to issue this 


morning, but announcement was made 
that it will at once resume in new quar- 
ters.

According to the 
returns 059 beggars, 215 persons without 
passports, 217 thieves, 270 highwaymen 
and 1067 "unclassifled" persons, which 
means political suspects, were taken into 
custody. 


ARMY BEING PREPARED.

moif and armament, $6,000,000; the ship

The naval bill will carry a total of

Iowa Legislator Would Have One Dozen 


"Welch Found and a Half; . 


The Iowa legislature has passed a bill 


which

weight of hens' eggs. According to a 
section of the bill one dozen eggs must 
weigh a pound .and a half, whether they 
are the product of Brahma, Cochin China 
or just plain hen. Representative Free- 
man of Oakland is the author if this 
measure, destined to create confusion in 
the barnyards of Iowa and put the hens 
on strike against unjust discrimination 
in favor of a certain variety, whose pro- 
duce is taken as a standard.

ally, the bill does a god turn for the 
thrifty housewife. When she goes to 
market for a dozen eggs and is not sat- 
isfied with the size of the "hen fruit" 
counted out to her, she may demand that 
iz be. put on the scales and if it fails to 
weigh up to the standard 
more eggs 


must be added, in direct violation of the 
mathematical declaration that 
twelve 


things make one dozen. 


The power to regulate the weight of 


hens' eggs is conferred by a provision of 
the bill enacting a substitute 
for the 


present law fixing weights and measures. 
The bill fixes the weight of a bushel of 
sixty-nine other articles, ranging from 
blue grass seed, at 14 pounds, to a bush- 
el of sand, which tips the beam at .130 
pounds. Several changes are made in 
the present standards. The weight of 
salt is increased from 50 to 80 pounds 
and sorghum seed from 30 to 50 pounds 
to the bushel. Strawberries and rasp- 
berries at 30, and cherries at 40 pounds. 
Corn in the ear "unshucked" should 
wejgh 75 pounds to the bushel.

of members Mho are refused recognition 
or accorded such when iirising to speak 
or introduce a bill, just a.« ho prefers. He 
is tho arbiter of practically nil things and 
is thus enabled to proclaim himself as 
lie is, a. national dictator with powers fur 
exceeding the president. 


It vas with jubilation not long since 


the speaker is credited with pronouncing 
the dictum that ''there will l>e no hear- 
ing on free hides." This was when Con- 
gressman ilcCall evinced a desire to 
bring up the matter of free hides.

duing tho savagery of. the Moro tribe, 
ft does not appear that our troops under 
General Wood did any more than has 
been done in all the previous work of 
subduing tho Filipinos, and if the list of 
killed mounts so high, it is only because 
of the great superiority of our guns and 
of our marksmanship. It seems special 
efforts wore made to protect the women 
and children of the Moros, but equally 
the accounts state many of the women 
were disguised as men, and served at the 
guns, doing their best to kill off our 
men. 


When tho United States first was 


called upon to effective action as to the 
Philippines, when the superiority of our 
arms and gallantry of men had placed 
thorn in our possession, there were very 
few protesting voices raised against our 
entering into the 
fullest 
possession, 


though this was not in fact enjoyed un- 
til after a long and weary war waged 
against the natives. Even then it was 
regarded as the rankest treason to voice 
an objection to our remaining in these 
islands, and today the name of anti-im- 
perialist is howled at once against any 
one who advises wo got out of the isl- 
ands. We are there to stay, and stay we 
must, until some such time in the long 
ahead future when the Filipinos shall be 
capable of entire self government, that 
is, of governing themselves and by them- 
selves. Then, in which event, we may 
turn over the islands to the natives. 


Meanwhile, what can lie expected but 


that from time to time these admittedly 
wild tribes wil) raise in revolt, nnfj so 
doing, render it necessary that wo should 
send our soldiers; in putting down these 
insurgents and more often simply large 
bands of robbers, what are our soldiers 
expected 
to. do—endeavor, to conduct 


Sunday school classes, to shoot off their 
guns over tho heads of the natives, and 
suffer themselves to be quietly killed, to 
turn one cheek while, the savage outlaw 
or rebellious Filipino ccntly slides his 
knife into the body of the American sol- 
dier—or shrill our generals and their 
gallant men subdue the rebellion or the 
robber hands in the only effectual way 
it can be done? 


ft' reverend gentlemen arc so greatly 


worried over what they are pleased to 
denounce our troops and their officers 
for, that is. for their conduct in suppress- 
ing robber and 
insurgent murdering 


bands, will it not be more honest, more 
square, if they come out and demand cur 
government turn over the Philippines to 
the Filipino's? Will it not at least look 
more honorable if they cease to invoke 
punishment for gallant men whoso only 
crime, crime, in the. estimation of the 
Park-hursts, has been that of upholding 
the authority of the American flag in 
the territory of the, Philippines and of 
suppressing brigandage, and send their 
protests 
to 
president 
and 
congress 


rigainst further continuation of the. pres- 
ent policy of holding what wo gained in 
the Spanish war? 


So long as we hold these, islands, from 


time to time there will be bloodshed, and 
it is not at all impossible but* what wo 
may be confronted by a more general in- 
surrection. Rut. these conditions are in- 
separable from holding foreign .territory 
earned through war, and such territory 
as is peopled by the many, races, mnnv 
of whom are, either only half civilized or 
simply yet 
in n barbarous condition. 


Such now present conditions it is foolish 
not to admit and we are doing the best 
\ve can to introduce civilization all over 
the Philippines and rapidly as possible 
educate these people. 


To be consistent, let these mild-man- 


nered gentlemen and members of the, 
cloth take up tho only position that can 
in fact terminate further slaughters of 
American soldiers und Filipinos, who, as 
things are now. will from time to time 
combat with each other—this is to join 
the anti-imperialists and demand we give 
up tho islands. 


claimed to be a public benefit, MtJ' 
larger portion being 'thus benefited shouk 
certainly b'e compelled to foot the dam 
ages incurred by other property owner 
through the operation of the road am 
in the placing of the tracks so as to con 
stitute not only a nuisance but a'gravi 
danger.

to stop, on signal, buff others do nothing 
of the sort. Some will pay for minoi 
damages, others pay for nothing,and re 
sist all claims. Many run their cars a' 
reasonable speed, others do nothing o 
tho sort, but run cars at great speed 
through the country and passengers see 
the landscape as through a fast dissolv 
ing mist. Traction lines must depend for 
custom upon a considerable portion o 
the public riding for pleasure and recre 
ation, but if cars are to be rushed, there 
is no inducements to such intending 
travel. 


It is ensy to regulate all these mat 


j ters at the beginning if supervisors anc 
' aldermen do their duty. 
It is easy to 


provide for the payment of all damages 
resulting, and especially where the right 
of way-is given or taken which deprive 
residents of rights inherent under the 
law of proper access to their property 
and reasonable sidewalk space in front 
the same precisely as in a city street 
It is also easy to secure just compensa- 
tion for franchises if public officials do 
their dutv. 


TRACTIOX LINES AND RIGHTS OP 


THE 
]>VBI,IC. 


These so-called traction linns runnin" 


through tho country should not be per- 
mitted by the law or their franchises to 
take on the functions of steam roads as 
some of them have done. When county 
supervisors give these highly valuable 
franchises for nothing, or very nearly so. 
or even if paid for, rights conveying 
away a good share of the public roads, 
it is not contemplated the walking or 
driving public shall be driven off tho 
roads or that travel bo so seriously im- 
perilled. Some of those linos make tho 
time of e.team roads, and oven exceed, 
refuse to stop on signal, and establish 
regular stopping stations with whistle 
just the same. 
T*a,rmers and intending 


passengers must hoof it a third'to half 
a mile or mile, as the case may be, to the 
nearest stopping station, the station bo- 
ing merely a sign board to the effect 
cars stop hero on signal, no matter how 
tired or the, condition oE tho weather. 


This is bad enough, but is but rub- 


bing it in to many farmers in the more 
thickly settled portions, whose 
front 


gates are closed of access because of tho 
tracks running within a few feet of the 
fence line. Every farmer's lane is made 
a death trap and the law says not p. 
word and state legislatures calmly pro- 
ceed to confer even additional rights of 
eminent domain upon them, when so re- 
quested. 
Some of these, lines,- as said, 


make express speed nlong purely public 
highways, the right of way by no means 
being inclosed, but everywhere consti- 
tutes a part of the public road, except 
it be in instances where for. certain rea- 
sons roads have secured' private rights 
of way, and these could not bo secured 
but for the eminent domain rights.

ho wishes to vote for. Possibly a more 
simple system might be devised, but the 
voters have by this time become' pretty 
well acquainted with the arrangement o 
the ballot, and it is a pretty good 'thing 
to let alone. 


With a new system of primary elec- 


tions to be made use of for the first 
time in a general election next fall ii 
would seem that the introduction of a 
new ballot for the election would be only 
another thorn in the flesh of the voter 


Another feature that has been lost 


sight of it is the expense of the Dunn 
ballot. 
Mr. Dunn himself is authority 


for the statement that the pocket en 
velope could be bought for $10 per thous. 
and, the other envelope would cost at 
least $2. In a county like this about 
15,000 ballots would have to be. provid- 
ed. This would mean at the start about 
$200, to go to the envelope trust, fo: 
the. envelope business is one of tho 
strongest of combinations, and could fix 
Is own price on the pocket envelopes 
Tt is likely that the cost of the ballots 
would reach from $30 a thousand up- 
ward and while this might be a good 
;hing for tho printers and envelope trust 
t is a mighty poor job'for the taxpay- 
ers. 


Tho voters should not neglect to cast 


;heir ballots against the. Dunn pocket 
ballot law. Don't think.you have done 
your duty by not voting on the ques- 
tion at all. You can only do your full 
duty by voting against it. 


A PR1XCIPI.K ESTABLISHED. 


. In the ease of Anthony Comstock, the 
abaci official of the Association for the 
Prevention of Vice in this country, who 
passed the lie to n lawyer in a case in a 
!edera! court in New York city, and for 
which received a thrashing, it was held 
jy the district attorney that when Com 
stock called tho attorney a liar in the 
court room he was no longer mirier the 
jrotcction of his office as a federal officer. 
Mr. Comstock, it seems, is a post office 
nspector, and in prosecuting his duties 
as he conceives it. had brought suit 
against some one for an improper use of 
tho mails. During the trial bad blood 
ivas shown and upon the attorney for 
.ho defense claiming a conspiracy against 
lis client the noted jurist stigmatized 
,he offending lawyer ns a liar, and as 
;bis was rather a pronounced charge, the 
rreatly offended attorney just pounded 
ho inspector. Naturally Anthony sought 
he arrest of the assaulting attorney 
vho had declined to be called a liar, but 
it last accounts had found no one to take 
ap the case. 


Thus, however; one may view the prjv- 


Icges of a government inspector who 
iclds tho office presumably for the pur- 
jose, of furthering the objects of 1m as- 
[Ociation, still there naturally would be 
luriosity to know in what view the court 
vould hold such a matter. At nny rate, 
t is now known officially that federal 
listrict attorneys do not hold themselves 
n rca.dincss to prosecute lawyers who 
almly proceed to assault and knock, 
own a witness, even if such be an in- 
pcctor who denounces thcni as a liar in 
'pen court. 
Perhaps the court itself 


ook no official notice, as it does riot 
ecm that it did, but if the. court had 
roceednd to fine them both for assnult- 
ng the dignity of the court, perhaps all 
he equities would have been preserved. 
,:teanwhile, there may be a now legal 
irinciple established to the tenor that 
vitnesses and lawyers who have scraps 
n court sessions are by such act plac- 
ng themselves outside of the protection 
if the district attorneys, that is, officials 
p matter for what purpose they may 


hold nn office, if they exceed the limits 
permitted in the clashing of lawyers and 
witnesses in their testifying, can not 
claim proper protection from the prose- 
cut ing branch and must therefore reSort 
to the common law. -,.

DEPLETING IRRIGATING FINDS. 
Eastern interests are now at work to 


deplete the irrigation funds which alone 
belong to those western states and terri- 
tories that have accumulated monies 
through the sale of public lands, as was 
provided for in. the national irrigation 
law. Dakota is demanding a million or 
so for the purpose of some sort of water 
works to be built in the Red river val 
ley; Virginia. and North Carolina are de 
manding not loss than $3,000,000, anc 
this may in the end reach much more 
for the puirpose of draining the great 
Dismal swamp, of which the largest por- 
tion lies in Virginia. If congress does 
this, there is no end of purpose for which 
appropriation may be made, diverting 
the irrigating funds from their proper 
purpose. It is wholly immaterial wheth- 
er or not the Dismal swamp is drainec 
°y government expense, that private 
owners may profit at the expense of the 
country, but it is material whether or 
not the vast tracts of fertile ground in 
the west, 
waiting {or first murmur- 


ings of the life-giving flowing irrigating 
waters, to bloom in vegetation, are to 
receive the just benefits of the national 
legislation, which has made it possible 
-to secure the funds whereby irrigation 
may be successfully brought about. 


END FRANKING ABUSE. 


If congress adjourns without taking 


some effective 
action in terminating 


present gross abuses in the franking priv- 
ileges, the country will be disappointed. 
The official reports of the government 
postal officials fairly show up the extent 
of the imposition*? upon the government, 
and it is estimated that the postal reve 
nues are depleted not less than between 
$15,000,000 and $18,000,000 thereby. A 
commencement has been made in a pro 
posed law which forbids the sending 
through the mails under a frank of any 
package a private citizen could not send 
through the mails. As the limit of the 
second and third class matter is four 
pounds, this would bar out bulky article* 
now sent by members of congress and bj 
the departments. It is also proposed t« 
bar the use of franks by committees. 
But this is not sufficient, the use of the 
frank should be prohibited at a.ny and 
all times except for strictly public busi 
nesa. 


RBPOSE IS NEXT. 


What eminent banker has the next 


turn in giving forth publicity to his 
views in which it will appear trouble is 
impending unless certain things are done 
or undone. This has in the past occurred 
at almost regular intervals and as, a re 
suit the operators in various stock mar- 
ket specialties made a great successful 
grab. It seems necessary about so ofteu 
to so operate on the public mind that 
the stock markets are affected and the 
prices go down assisted very probably 
by the hidden methods of the concealed 
operators. Then, after awhile, when the 
prices are way down the already ple- 
thoric stuffed rich operators buy in 
stocks at very low prices, hold, and after 
awhile the thing is worked differently in 
rising values. Great gains are harvest- 
ed and tho public in due time begins to 
hear ominous whispers. Then the game 
goes on as before. 


There aro ample strings now to the 


ready hand of every operator. No more 
are needed. Eminent bankers pronounc- 
ing views will be viewed with dark sus- 
picion. 


SAVE NIAGARA FAMLS. 


The International Waterways Commis- 


sion has reached an agreement as re- 
gards Niagara Falls by which it is hoped 
both countries can now take such pre- 
cautions as will save our greatest scenic 
attraction from further despoliation. It 
should not be forgotten that the right 
so far granted and under consideration 
by both countries, when fully carried 
out, will result hi the American fall be- 
ing about denuded of water, and the 
'anadian falls in not much better plight, 


and it is certain unless both Canada and 
the 
United States can prevent 
the 


grafters in New York and Canada from 
the depredations as menaced in present 
measures being fought through the leg- 
islature and parliament, this interna- 
tional agreement will result in nothing. 
Even with the present grants when all 
arc ready for operation the water pass- 
ng over the falls will bo lessened a good 
ihird. 
It is high time the respective 


governments were getting very busy if 
:he water grafters are to be stopped.

ADDING TO THE JPOREST 


Undeterred by opposition the govern- 


ment continues adding to the forest re- 
ervations, und the last one added in 
he northern Sierras will increase the 
rea now reserved by 629,000 acres. The 
policy of utilizing all the available re- 
onrcps of the forests will bp folloirnd 
xcept the indiscriminate cutting down 
I trees. This particular reserve seems 


to be adapted to grazing to a consider- 
able extent and the officials will issue 
permits to the stoclc men, of course un- 
der all proper restrictions, the stock in- 
eluding horses, cattle and sheep. Of this 
immense area taken from the public land 
domain seventy-five per cent, is in for- 
ests and it is estimated of the 3,000,000,- 
000 feet, two-thirds of it is accessible, 
the area of land fit for cultivation being 
very small. 


General Kuropatkin has been heard 


from again and shares in the blame for 
the condition of the Hussian. army when 
war was commenced. The bureaucracy 
is given a scoring-, and the conduct of 
the troops praised. The report says, 
however, that the soldiers lacked initia- 
tive, and that alone explains why the 
Muscovites lost so many battles. The 
American and Japanese soldiers are not- 
ed for their initiative. The loss of a 
commander docs not demoralize them as 
is the case with so many European 
troops. On the contrary, in the Ameri- 
can and Jap armies and navies, each 
man is a thinking machine, not simply 
a cog which loses its momentum when 
the directing head is not there. The un- 
ion army would never have captured 
Missionary ridge had it not been for the 
federals' initiative. 


There is not much likelihood that de- 


feated candidates will take the opportun- 
ity to run on opposition tickets, al- 
though they may have been given a vote 
or so, enough to nominate them at the 
primaries. At least the man who is 
bound by any kind o£ party ties, or who 
lias political convictions, will not stulti- 
fy himself by running- against the regu- 
lar nominee unless there be the very 
best of reasons, which is not likely to 
happen after an expression of the peo- 
ple's wish at the polls.

General U. S. Grant built'for his family 
near St. Louis after his resignation from 
the regular army before the opening of 
the war of 1H01. The section is from a 
log which was used iu making a frame 
presented to Andrew Carnegie acknowl- 
edging his gift of $1.000,000 to the li- 
brary association. 


The relic was sent to the president by 


C. F. Blanke of St. Louis who purchased 
the cabin and presented it to the city of 
St. Louis for preservation in Forest park. 
It was exhibited at the St. Louis expo- 
sition and attracted much attention. As 
the president had no suitable place to 
display Ihe frame containing the section 
of wood, he sent it to the war depart- 
ment where it will have place in the re- 
ception room of the secretary of war. 


A descriptive book sent with the relic 


shows pictures of the cabin as it stood 
on General Grant's farm and recounts 
the history of how Grant, built the cabin 
as a shelter for his family in 1854, at a 
time when he was considered a. failure 
bv his relatives and friends.

PEASANTS IN MAJORITY 


One 
Staud by Each Other in Election 


• • 
Russian Province. 


ST. PETERSBURG, March 28—The 


province of Kostroma, European Russia, 
is the first to have completed its elec- 
tions to the provincial congress. Forty- 
six peasants, nineteen noblemen, eighteen 
merchants, six professional 
men and 


three priests were returned. 
The pre- 


ponderance of peasants is significant con- 
sidering that they were only entitled to 
eleet twenty-nine, delegates, while the 
land owners had thirty-five, the cities 
twenty-eight and the workmen seven del- 
egates. 


The results show that the ''small land 


owners'.' who in reality are only peas- 
ants of the more prosperous class, hold- 
ing their property in severalty, stood to- 
gether against the big landlords and 
chose exclusively peasants. The 
peas- 


ants electors are not classified and have 
but cine plank in their platform, namely 
the distribution of land. The others are 
divided. Thirty-four per cent of them 
are conservative and eighteen per cent 
constitutional democrats. 


TAFT ASKS MILITARY 


CABLE;TO PANAMA 


WASHINGTON, March 2S.—Secretary 


Tuft, who was before the senate commit- 
tee on military affairs today explaining 
items in the army appropriation bill, 


by way of Key West, Porto Rico and 
Quantamo. Such a cable is provided for 
in the pending bill by an appropriation 
of $927.000. Speaking of the

Hanly forthwith asked his 
resignation and an accounting. 


Sherrick before he was nominated for 


auditor was in the insurance business. He 
is married, but has no children. His wife 
is an invalid. His home is at SToble'sville.
